Champion Oivss Evideneo. 

Chicago. Rept. 11-Mrs. Btta Duryea 
Johnson, white wife of Jack Johnson, 
champion heavyweight pugilist, died a 
suicide after wrecking her health in 
caring for her husband, who was a vic¬ 
tim of nervous prostration snd suicidal 
mania for a year ou account of in¬ 
juries and exertion during his fight with 
Jeffries. 

This was lhe testimony of Johnson 
at the Inquest over the body of Mrs. 
Johnson, who shot herself Wednesday 
night. ’ - 

Johnson said the nature and' extent 
of his sufferings after the champion¬ 
ship fight had been a secret between 
himself and hla wife “I am atill suf¬ 
fering from that fight to some ex¬ 
tent." he said. 

Johnson gave his testimony In team. 
He said his wife's efforts to keep him 
from committing suicide were what 
broke down her own health. He 
said: 

“I believed I Incurred brain fever 
or similar derangement from the exer* 
lions and the heat of the Jeffries 
light. I was no« myself for a year, 
but the secret was closely kept be¬ 
tween me and Mrs. Johnson. She 
saved me twice when I tried to choke 
myself to death. 

*‘ghe seised me and struggled with 
m«* and prevented the act. She had 
an awful time taking care of me for 
over a year. 1 am only telling this 
now In Justice to my wife. It never has 
been tokl before.** 

The Jury returned a verdict that 
Mrs. Johnson committed suicide while 
temporarily Insane.

A representative gathering of tha 
ju panes* residents of Victoria nasem- 
bJod yesterday uflernoon at Ul at the 
Japanese MIsmJoi^ Pandora street. In 
order to take part in th* funeral ser¬ 
vice* for their late beloved Kmpervi, 
Mutauhlto. The services, which were 
attended by about IN Japanese. In¬ 
cluding a number of th* leading mer¬ 
chant* of th* dty. being made Impres¬ 
sive by the depth of sincerity In the 
express tone of grief at the great na¬ 
tional lose which ha* been suffered In 
the death of their ruler. 

The u»*eml»ly hall wa* draped with 
black and white—the colors ordeYed for 
mourning In Toklo — the wall* of the 
room being hung with white, and two 
drooping Japanese flag*, with their 
aphccc* of red. forming the only touch 
of color, these being draped bark from 
a veiled portrait of the Emperor, Mut- 
■uhlto. On the left and rlfht of this, 
respectively, were the foyal emblems, 
the patuownla and the chrysanthemum, 
while ar-iung -tl • >n ihr mantle beneath 
the picture and on the platform were 
| quantities of white and yellow chrysan¬ 
themum* and dahlia* sent g* tributes 
to the memory of the Emperor -by his 
sorrowing subject* here. Among the 
flower* sent were a wreath from the 
Tajtanuse MHhodlat Auxiliary; two 
larg- spray* from the Japant-n* Wo¬ 
men’* Patriotic Association, and num¬ 
ber* of individual contribution*. 

The service* wer* opened by the 
sfnrlng of a specially composed Jap¬ 
anese hymn to the tune. ’T», Where 
Shall Reel Be Found,** aft-»r which M.

It seems, however, 
somewhat strange that one of the most 
ancient of personal distinctions should 
not have been, like an many of the 
other British knighthoods, similarly 
registered, with relative Insignia con¬ 
ferred.
